By that time, 2 o'clock in the morning, there were only 65 
pickets to cover the six Kahn’s and one Hastings’ entrances. 
This is the greatest number of pickets that were in and about 
Kahn’s and Hastings during the entire proceedings and was in 
accord with the arrangements with the police department. 


The treasurer of the company called all employees 
into two store meetings before working hours and villi- 
fied the union and spoke against employees joining it. 

Union members were not allowed to wear union but-| 
tons where they could be seen. 


Employees were not allowed to wait on their friends 
and relatives. 

Employees were not allowed to talk with each other 
during working hours. 

Employees were questioned by executives as to union 
affiliation. 


There were other overt acts with the same calculated purpose 
showing the employers’ antagonism to union membership, but 
the foregoing clearly shows what went on at Kahn's. 

You have heard or read in employers’ newspaper ads that 
the so-called ‘‘closed shop’ was the issue. Here is the whole 
truth and not half of it. The contract which the Union presented 
did contain a union shop provision but two days before the 
Kahn’s strike the Union offered to settle on these points, which 
were submitted in a written memorandum: 


About 4 a.m. pickets were told they must remove their auto- 
mobiles that were parked on 16th Street. This notwithstanding 
the fact that there was well over 150 feet of free curb space on 
the southern side, and well over 225 feet of free curb space on 
the northern side of 16th Street. There had not been a single 
| incident and no violence, yet five police-manned tow cars were 
brought over at about this time and towed away all of the pri- 
vate autos that were on 16th Street. At 5 a.m. I was informed 
by one of the pickets that he had just been told by a police 
officer that no one was to be allowed on 16th Street between 
Telegraph and San Pablo. 

Learning this, I and two members of the Union committee 
went to the office of the Captain of Inspectors and Chief of 
Police, and asked them if it were true that orders had been 
given that no persons were to be allowed on 16th Street and 
|that we could not peacefully picket. The answer we got was 
| “Yes.”” When I inquired as to the reason I was told that those 
| were the orders given to them. I returned to 16th Street and

Incidentally, ladies and gentlemen, several of the R.M.A. 
stores which make such a hullabaloo about closed shop have just 
that with Clerks’ Unions in other cities, and, with respect to 
Kahn’s here are the facts: 

Kahn's is owned by Western Stores, Inc., which in addition 
operates two other stores on the Pacific Coast. One of these has 


marched from the City Hall in platoons and formed lines at 17th 
and Telegraph, 17th and Broadway, 15th and Broadway and 
14th and Broadway, thus closing off the six most important 
downtown blocks in the City of Oakland. These officers were 
armed with billy clubs and riot equipment. There had not been a 
single picket where these lines were formed by the police. Autos 
were towed away from this area and no person was allowed in 
it except non-union employees of Kahn’s and Hastings and 


union hauling, except that we would like to see them unionized, 
but there are such non-union concerns in every community. The 
two deliveries which I spoke of earlier and which were made 
during the strike were such, and the unions accepted the fact 
that they did not recognize the picket lines and made the deliv- 
eries.

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WHERE THE RESPONSIBILITY LIES 


The general holiday taken by the AFL Labor Movement of 
Alameda County was voluntarily brought to a halt yesterday 
morning when City Manager Jack Hassler assured labor that 
civil liberties of all of the people of Oakland would be protected 
and that the causes of the general holiday would be removed. 
With the brief statement by the City Manager, AFL labor in 
the county has won its fight for the cause of the work holiday. 

The AFL took on this fight to protest the use of the police 
force as strikebreakers and the smashing of civil liberties of the 
peoples of the city of Oakland by a City Council and Chief of 
Police that felt that they themselves were the sole and only 
judges of what constituted law and order. One major point that 
the AFL labor movement accomplished by the general holiday 
above the winning of the fight to smash Hitlerism tactics of the | 
City Government was the calling to attention of the peoples of | 
all of California, the nation and the world of the complete and | 
utter inadequacy of the Oakland city government. | 

No better assurance of this can be found by the immediate 
swearing in of Jack Hassler as city manager after the holiday 
had started. Mr. Hassler had been appointed city manager 
effective as of December 9th, but the Oakland City Council 
realizing its inadequacy as the governing body of the city swore 
Mr. Hassler into office immediately to try and work out a solu- 
tion to the general holiday. 

Mr. Hassler in 24 hours accomplished more than the whole 
city administration and business leaders of the town had been 
able to accomplish in the five weeks of the strike that was to 
get the parties together to talk the matter over. 

In 24 hours a solution to the immediate problem was found 
and credit is due Mr. Hassler, and Mr. Hassler alone, of the 


OAKLAND POLICE ACT AS 
STRIKEBREAKERS FOR 
“BIG BUSINESS” TO SMASH 
ORGANIZED LABOR 


The Oakland Police Department, acting 6n orders from the 
nine “Chatlie McCarthy’s” forming the Oakland City Council, 
fired the first shot for “Big Business” to smash the AFL Labor 
Movement of Alameda County last Saturday night and Sunday 
morning when they barred the peaceful pickets of the AFL 
Unions off of the streets of the city of Oakland, after the 
pickets had received word that merchandise was to be delivered 
to the Kahn’s and Hastings stores. There were only sixty-five 
pickets present to cover six entrances at Kahn’s and one at 
Hastings. These are the few pickets the press reports variously 
from 250 to 1,000. There was no violence or incident of any 
kind. Yet, armed with billy-clubs, tear gas, sawed off shotguns 
and all of the arms necessary to stop an invasion of a foreign 
power in time of war, the Oakland Police Department closed 
six of Oakland’s most important. streets—Telegraph Avenue, 
Broadway, San Pablo Avenue and 15th and 16th streets. Closed 
these streets to ALL of the people except cops, scabs, and the 
“Big Shots” of “Big Business,” and kept them closed for more 
than six hours. 


— AND — 


Provided a police escort of 75 motorcycle cops and 39 squad 
cars—all armed to the teeth—to bring in Los Angeles and loeal 
scab truck drivers who were to make the deliveries to Kahn’s 
and Hastings. 


— AND — 


Denying every constitutional and legal right of citizens, sur- 
rounded the strikebreaking rats with full protection so that they 
could unload their “Unfair’’ merchandise without the oppor- 
tunity of the Labor Movement to even have peaceful pickets 


on the line. 
AND —— 
Using cop-manned tow-cars, dragged autos and machines off 


of the above mentioned streets on that Saturday night and 
Sabbath morning, when there is no parking limit in the city of 


Oakland. 


Deliberately and maliciously “rode down” a member of the 


Oakland city government and the AFL leadership for the cessa- 
tion of the holiday. 

With a broad understanding of getting the matter behind him, 
Mr. Hassler has assured the labor movement that our civil 
rights will be protected and the AFL labor movement of the 
county has won an outstanding and complete victory for the 
cause of ALL of the citizens of the city of Oakland and of the 
state of California by their protest against government by dic- 
tatorship. e 

By their complete stupidity, the Oakland City Council—all 
nine of them—along with the Chief of Police of the city of Oak- 
land, can take credit for the general holiday of labor and the 
resultant loss of millions of dollars that the holiday brought 
about. If they had devoted as much time to the working out of 
industrial peace for our city as they did the planning of bringing 
in out-of-town “rats” so that they would have complete and full 
protection, this holiday would have been averted. 

If Mayor Beach, as incompetent a city official as can be found 
on the face of the earth, had the courage to defi Big Business 
and the Kahn’s and Hastings management as he did have the 
enthusiasm to call the city council to act on emergency measures 
this holiday would never have occurred. 

If Chief of Police Bob Tracy had the sense to realize as a 
sworn officer of the law he had to protect all the rights of all 


of the people instead of a union busting retail merchants ’asso- | 


ciation, this holiday could have been averted. 

If Paul St. Sure, the super-duper stooge of big business and 
the official mouthpiece of the union busting merchants’ associa- | 
tion had realized that labor is here to stay and had honestly | 
attempted to work out a solution to the Kahn’s and Hastings 
matter that precipitated this bringing in out-of-town ‘“‘rats’’ to 


attempt to smash the labor movement of Alameda County, this |= 


holiday could have been averted. 

But no, between an incompetent and stupid city council, a 
senseless chief of police and a super-duper stooge, you have all 
of the elements that caused the general work holiday. Until these 
causes are removed so that labor and management can settle 
its differences honestly and sincerely across the conference table 
by negotiation instead of by use of the police department who 
were supporting a man that was getting licked in a fair fight 
and had to stoop to gutter methods to attempt to win, then 
Alameda County will have no industrial peace. 

Labor did not seek any special privilege but only equality in 
the use of its civil and personal rights with the property rights 
of management. We have accomplished that by the general 
holiday.
